OYSTERS IN EVERY STYLE. 


The MaklnE of Tnbing. 


One of the most important parts of 


the bicycle, because it is the most in 
evidence, is the tnbing, 
The manufac- 


ture of tnbing is now carried on to a 
large estent in this country, although it 
is but recently that the home production 
has reached a stage of perfection where 
it could successfully compete with that 
of the English concerns. 


There are a number of methods of 


making tubing, bnt the one mostly in 
vogue at present is what is termed the 
cold drawn process, and it is of this style 
of tubing that all the high grade ma- 
chines are at present being made. Tho 
machinery required is ponderous, and 
the power required to draw out a piece 
of steel without heating it is another ex- 
hibition of the perfection of modern ma- 
chinery. 


Thore are a number cf variations to 


tho method employed, one of which con- 
sists in.taking a piece of steel in the 
shape of a bar or ingot. 
This is bored 


through the center. It is then passed 
through a die, after which it is heated 
nnd treated to a bath in a secret prepa- 
ration which removes tho temper that 
the drawing process imparts. This is re- 
peated a number of times, and each die 
nsed is smaller than its predecessor,with 
tho result that tho tube grows smaller 
and longer. This is continued till the 
tube is tho right diameter and gauge.— 
Chicago Tribune.

Republican and Democratic contin- 
gents in Reno bas from time to time 
been pressed into the service of our 
contemporary to misrepresent tho Sil- 
ver paity.

DEPARTMENT 


The First Assistant Postmaster Gen 


eral has submitted his annual report 
for the fiscal year ending Jane 30,1895 
The salaries for all Presidential post- 
masters amounted to $5,897,200 and the 
gross receipts of postoffiues were $60, 
538,097. The number of Presidential 
postmasters is 8,491. of which 159 are 
first class, 700 second class and 2,642 
third class. 


The money order report shows tba; 


there are 19,691 money order offices 
and orders to the amount of $156,709,- 
689 were issued, of which $156,159,689 
were paid. 


The number of pieces of mail matter 


received at the dead letter office was 
6,319,873, a decrease of 781,171 as com- 
pared with the previous year. 


The abolition of experimental free 


delivery, unless an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 is made, is recommended, 
and also of free rural delivery unless 
$20,000,000 is appropriated for the serv- 
ice. 


The First Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 


eral renews several recommendations 
made in his last 
report, such as 


a penalty for using postmarks for un- 
lawful purposes; to prevent the boy-

A DOUBLE MURDER REPORTED. 


A Frenzied Sheepherder Gives Hlinielf 


Up and Claims to Have A saluted In 
Killing Two Men. 
Some excitement was created on the 


streets yesterday by a report that a 
man named Don A. Merrill, working 
for J. M. Flanaigan at a sheep camp 
northwest of Pyramid Lake near Win- 
nemucca Valley, had killed two Basque 
sheepherders named Joe and Jose dur- 
ing a row at the camp. 0. W. Pearl and 
John Linton arrived from that part of 
the country yesterday morning at an 
early hour and told what Merrill had 
reported to them. Oa Sunday he told 
them in a mysterious way that there 
was trouble brewing, but gave no de- 
tails. The next day Merrill came into 
camp and gave thaja a'1 knife, simply 
saying that it was what he had done the 
deed with, but would not say anything 
further. His actions were strange and 
he seeiued to be terribly afraid of 
something and asked Pearl to allow 
him to sleep with him that night, for 
he had not slept since the crime had 
been committed. 


Finally Pearl persuaded him to tall 


what he' knew nnd be said that on 
Saturday during a row at the camp be 
and John Benoist had killed the two 
sheepherders, Joe and Jose, and that 
he was afraid that Benoist would kill 
him so as to keep the killing a secret. 


After the men had gone to bed a 


light was seen in a house some distance 
off, and a man vho was taken for 
Benoist was seen moving from room to 
room as if looking for something and 
carrying what appeared to be a gun. 
The light was soon extinguished and 
the man disappeared. Pearl thought 
there might be something in Merrill's 
story, so made hiii get up and took him 
to Simond's Station on the lake, Mer- 
rill exhibiting the most terrible fear 
the whole distance and constantly beg- 
ging to be protected. 


Tuesday morning Merrill was quieter 


and the men advised him to come to 
Reno and see the officers. During the 
day they decided to follow Merrill and 
see if he arrived here, ao they rode 
most of the night, arriving here yester- 
day morning.

Mr. Paul 
brought to the assistance of Mr. Watter- 
son Mr. Albert Roberts, a vigorous writ- 
er and trained journalist of Nashville. 
fie was a humorous writer, using the

Watterson antl Roberts kept The Rebel 


nt white heat, and tho paper grew in 
importance and s,ze, being made a five 
column paper shortly after the publica- 
tion began

member the eagerness of the army for 
tbe only highly prized paper. The boys 
in camp conld not rest until its arrival 
every waning on the train from Chat- 
tll'lO )ljj 


When General Bragg began his retro- 


$3 ndo movement m the spring of 1808 
to Chattanooga, The Rebel was supplied 
to tha army with much difficulty When 
the army aimed there, the paper was 
in still greater demand. In the summer 
of that year, however, it became evi- 
dent that the Federals were coming to 
Chattanooga foi the purpose of captur- 
ing that important point. And then it 
was The Rebel began its meanderings 
over the south 


The paper was removed to Marietta, 


Ga., Messrs Watterson and Roberts 
staying in Chattanooga for a few daye 
after the plant had been shipped. The 
hhpllmg of Chattanooga in that month 
soon convinced the editors that they, 
too, must go if they would avoid c:ip- 
tnio by the Federal army, and they left 
to join tho papei. Editor In Chief Wat- 
teison had been sharply criticising Gen- 
eial Bragg while the paper was m Chat- 
tunoOjja. Ono evening he visited a gen 
tloman's house in that town, and it 
happened that General Bragg was also 
a visitor. The two gentlemen had never 
met, and while waiting for the host to 
appear, after being ushered into the 
parlor by a servant, Watterson and 
Bragg began a casual conversation, which 
soon turned upon the war. Although he 
knew he was in the presence of an offi- 
cer of high rank, Watterson little sus- 
pected it was the commander in chief 
of the army. He indulged in some crit- 
icisms of General Bragg as he had been 
doing in The Rebel. The general listen- 
ed for awhile in almost speechless won- 
der, bnt controlled himself till his fiery 
critic had abused him for some minutes, 
when he arose, and addressing Mr. Wat- 
terson asked: 


"Do yon know who I am, sir':" 
The editor replied that he had not 


:hat honor. 


"My name is Bragg, sir," said the 


now fully aroused commander. 


Of course Watterson was somewhat 


taken aback, bnt in his most courtly 
and chivalrous manner assured General 
Bragg that he had not meant to be of- 
fensive, but that his criticisms were 
made in goodfaith and from motives of 
sincere desire to promote the welfare of 
the Confederacy. Bnt apologies were 
not asked or given. 


General Bragg, however, never forgot

As editor in chief he would write 
his sentiments despite any one, so he 
made arrangements to become one of 
the staff of Lieutenant General Leonitlas 
Polk. After serving n short time m that 
capacity Wattersou resigned and became 
editor of one of the papers published m 
Atlanta. 


After an uneventful existence in Grif- 


fin for awhile the approach of the Fed- 
eral army to Atlanta in July of that 
year warned tbe publisher that he must 
move on if he would keep The Rebel 
afloat and save bis scalp, so it was taken 
to Selma, Ala, that fall. 


Hero it was that the eventful paper 


came to an untimely end with the Con- 
federacy it had so long and faithfully 
upheld. It was in the latter pait of 
April, 1865, that Selma was taken by 
General Wilson. The Federals knew of 
tho existence of The Rebel, and one of 
the first things they did to appease their 
wrath -was to fire its office, which was 
in a building beside the river and built 
partly over it. The Yankees printed a 
small sheet, in which they announced 
their victory over the "rebs" and prob- 
ably the "general orders from head 
quarters" announcing the surrender of 
the armies of the southern Confederacy. 
They then threw the materials in the 
river and burned all the files they could 
find.—Boston Herald.

In various ways the circus of the pres- 


ent da; differs from that of the past, 
but the ring remains unchanged. It is 
always 43 feet 0 inches in diameter. Go 
where yon will, search the world from 
China to Peru, with diverging trips to 
the ftosty Caucasus and the desert of 
Sahara, and never n circus will you find 
without a ring 43 feet 0 inches in di- 
ameter. 


There is a reason for this remarkable 


uniformity. 
Circus riders and circus 


horses are nomadic. 
Wherever their 


wanderings bring them they must find 
the ring always the same, else they 
will be" disturbed in their performance, 
if not really rendered incapable. Trained 
to the 43 feet 9 inch ring, the horse and 
his rider have grown used—worn, one 
might say—to the exact angle of de- 
clivity toward the center of the ring 
which the radius of 21 feet and a given 
speed produce. 


The mound on the circumference of 


the ring always has on the inside a lev- 
el, so to speak, of earth, at the same 
angle as that into which radius and 
-speed throw the driver. As for speed, 
that, after the horse has gone round two 
or three times and is warmed to his 
work, is the same through the act. In 
fact, a strap generally holds his head 
so that he cannot get beyond a certain 
pace. 


The ringmaster snaps his whip, the 


clown shouts, the band plays louder and 
louder, but the horse knows just how 
much this empty show means and jogs 
on at the same old pace until, with the 
last jump through a tissue balloon, the 
act is ended.—Exchange.
